Fifty-two  years  of  active,  full-time  service  to  his  Alma  Mater  —  this  was  the  record 
of  Robert  Lindsay  Fritz,  (Class  of  1892).  Furthermore,  the  fourteen  years  following 
his  retirement  in  1947  were  also  filled  with  concern,  work  and  prayer  for  his  Alma 
Mater.  No  wonder  he  was  regarded  as  the  "Grand  Old  Man"  of  Lenoir  Rhyne,  for 
he  invested  so  much  of  his  life  in  the  college  as  professor  and  president.  The  life  of 
no  other  person  has  touched  and  upheld  Lenoir  Rhyne  at  more  of  the  crucial  and 
uncertain  points  in  its  history. 

The  monetary  compensation  received  by  Dr.  Fritz  was  barely  enough  to  support 
his  family.  His  reward  was  the  satisfaction  of  providing  educational  opportunity, 
stimulation  and  guidance  to  young  people  through  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 

Dr.  Fritz  should  be  an  inspiration  to  every  alumnus.  Not  many  alumni  can  offer 
full-time  service  on  the  staff  of  their  college,  but  all  can  be  boosters  and  supporters. 
To  have  and  to  hold  qualified  professors  in  the  classroom,  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  loyal 
band  of  aliimni  who  are  dedicated  to  the  college  and  who  contribute  regularly  to  its 
program  by  their  influence  and  their  gifts.  Through  his  competent  and  vigorous  lead- 
ership and  service,  Dr.  Fritz  was  instrumental  in  building  Lenoir  Rhyne  to  its  present 
stature  as  an  educational  institution,  but  his  efforts  would  have  failed  without  those 
other  alumni  and  colleagues  who  responded  to  his  leadership  and  labored  with  him.

He  fills  the  vacancy 
created  by  the  resig- 
nation  of  Earl  L. 
Aiken  who  left  the 
college  staff  Sept.  30 
in  order  to  accept  a 
position  with  the  U. 
S.  Government. 

Mr.  Norris  has  ser- 
ved on  the  college 
staff  continuously 
since  his  graduation 
in  1952.  He  began  as 
secretary  in  the  Of- 
fice of  the  Registrar 
and  held  the  position 

of  assistant  registrar  at  the  time  of  his 
new  appointment. 

He  has  been  active  in  the  civic  life  of 
the  commimity  during  his  residence  in 
Hickory  and  presently  serves  as  a  director 
of  the  Hickory  Lions  club.  He  has  par- 
ticipated in  various  phases  of  church  work 
in  St.  Andrew's  Lutheran  church  on  the 
college  campus  and  in  the  United  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  S3aiod  of  North  Carolina.

Recipients  of  the  awards  will  be  selected 
by  a  special  committee  of  the  association, 
but  the  committee  invites  suggestions  and 
recommendations  from  any  alumnus. 
Nominations  should  be  directed  to:  Alum- 
ni Secretary,  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  Hic- 
kory, N.  C. 

The  Distinguished  Alumni  Award  is 
presented  to  a  man  or  woman  who  has 
attended  Lenoir  Rhyne  and  who  has  per- 
formed distinguished  achievement  in  some 
particular  field,  such  as  industry,  educa- 
tion, religion,  press,  law,  science,  etc. 
Monetary  success  or  financial  contribution 
should  not  be  a  prime  factor,  but,  of 
course,  may  be  considered.  Community 
service  and  contributions  to  the  general 
welfare  should  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion, and  service  to  the  College  may  be 
considered  although  it  is  not  essential 
that  the  person  selected  be  active  in  the 
promotion  of  the  institution.  The  person 
selected  should  be  of  such  moral  statiu-e 
that  the  institution  may  feel  that  its 
principles  of  education  and  character  are 
reflected  in  the  life  of  the  individual. 
Selection  is  significantly  influenced  by  a 
particular  candidate's  activities  and  ac- 
complishments during  the  last  year. 

Distinguished  Service  Awards  are  pre- 
sented to  individuals  or  groups  who  have 
been  of  outstanding  service  to  the  College 
during  the  year.  A  group  may  be  a  fam- 
ily, a  business  organization,  or  other  of 
similar  character.  Monetary  contribution 
to  the  institution  may  be  considered,  but 
it  is  not  essential,  it  being  recognized  that 
there  are  many  other  forms  of  significant 
service  to  the  College.  The  recipients 
should  reflect  the  principsJs  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

One  Distinguished  Alumni  Award  is 
presented  each  year;  Distinguished  Ser- 
vice Awards  may  or  may  not  be  presented 
each  year  and  may  vary  from  one  to  five.

Loyalty  Fund  Plans  Announced 


Lenoir  Rhyne  college  alumni  will  begin 
their  1962  Loyalty  Fund  drive  next  month. 
The  goal  for  this  year  is  $20,000. 

Plans  for  the  project  were  laid  in  De- 
cember in  Charlotte  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Loyalty  Fund  directing  committee,  headed 
by  Klynt  Ripple,  '40,  of  Lexington,  who 
headed  the  successful  appeal  in  1961. 

The  drive  will  open  in  late  February 
with  a  series  of  alumni  meetings  in  30 
North  Carolina  communities.  The  project 
will  be  conducted  through  general  mail- 
ings, supplemented  by  the  community 
meetings  and  personal  visits  among  alum- 
ni. 

The  1962  program  is  the  second  phase  of 
a  six-year  alumni  effort  which  will  cul- 
minate in  the  giving  of  $75,000  in  1966, 
the  75th  anniversary  of  Lenoir  Rhyne's 
founding. 

The   first   phase   was   successful.     The 


goal  of  $12,000  for  1961  was  topped  by 
alimmi  giving  which  totaled  $12,204.45. 

As  in  1961,  this  year's  drive  will  feature 
giving  by  shares.  "Stockholder  certifi- 
cates" will  be  issued  to  alumni  donating 
to  the  fund.  "Booster  shares"  will  be 
awarded  to  those  contributing  $284;  "dia- 
mond shares",  for  gifts  of  $71;  and  "com- 
mon shares,"  for  gifts  of  $7.10. 

The  fund  will  be  used  to  increase  fac- 
ulty salaries  at  Lenoir  Rhyne.  Donors  are 
asked  to  make  checks  payable  to  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College  and  mail  to  the  Alumni 
Office  at  the  college. 

Appeal  Chairman  Ripple  expressed  the 
hope  that  at  least  1,000  alumni  will  par- 
ticipate in  the  fund  this  year.  "Although 
we  reached  our  goal  last  year",  he  added, 
"the  number  of  participants  was  only  400, 
about  300  less  than  we  had  hoped  for.  If 
all  alimmi  will  make  a  gift  in  1962,  we  can 
reach  our  goal  of  $20,000."

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FORMER  PRESIDENT  FRITZ  DIES  AT  92 


Dr.  Robert  Lindsay  Fritz,  Sr.,  professor 
emeritus  and  former  president  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  college,  died  Oct.  6  at  the  age  of  92. 
Death  came  to  the  widely-known  educator 
at  his  home  near  the  college  campus  fol- 
lowing a  two-week  illness. 

His  death  broke  Lenoir  Rhyne's  link 
with  its  founding.  Dr.  Fritz  was  associ- 
ated with  the  founders  of  the  college,  he 
helped  to  clear  the  campus  site  before  the 
college  opened  70  years  ago,  and  he  was 
a  member  of  the  first  faculty  and  the  first 
graduating  class. 

He  was  actively  associated  with  Lenoir 
Rhyne  from  its  founding  in  1891  until  his 
retirement  in  1947  with  the  exception  of 
four  years.  His  52  years  of  active  service 
to  the  institution,  including  46  consecutive 
years,  is  a  record. 

Dr.  Fritz  was  born  in  Davidson  county 
on  Feb.  8,  1869,  the  son  of  the  late  WilUam 
and  Lucretia  Bowers  Fritz.  He  first  at- 
tended Roanoke  college,  then  transferred 
to  Concordia  college  at  Conover  for  his 
last  two  years  of  study.  He  was  slated 
to  receive  his  diploma  from  Concordia 
college  in  1891,  but  the  college  did  not 
hold  commencement  that  spring.  The  fol- 
lowing year  he  studied  and  taught  at 
Lenoir  college  during  its  first  year  of 
operation,  receiving  his  degree  at  the  close 
of  the  year  with  the  first  graduating  class. 

He  remained  with  the  college  faculty  for 
five  more  years,  teaching  and  studying 
for  the  Lutheran  ministry.  In  1896  he 
was  ordained  into  the  ministry  by  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod, 
and  the  following  year  he  accepted  a 
teaching  position  at  Elizabeth  college  in 
Charlotte. 

Four  years  later,  in  1901,  Dr.  Fritz  re- 
turned to  Hickory  to  become  president  of 


Lenoir    college,    succeeding    the    college's 
first  president,  Dr.  R.  A.  Yoder. 

His  19-year  administration  as  president 
revived  the  college.  The  administration 
building,  the  only  building  on  the  campus, 
was  completed;  the  indebtedness  was  liq- 
uidated; the  collegiate  department  grew 
from  a  handful  of  students  to  over  300 
and  the  sub-collegiate  departments  were 
discontinued;  a  women's  dormitory,  men's 
dormitory,  science  building,  and  college 
church  buildine  were  erected;  an  endow- 
ment fund  was  begun;  and  the  curriculum 
was  expanded. 

His  administration  converted  a  dying 
college  into  a  well-founded  and  growing 
institution.  In  recognition  of  his  services 
as  president,  the  college  board  of  trustees 
later  designated  Dr.  Fritz  as  a  fifth  foun- 
der of  the  institution. 

Following  a  serious  bout  with  influenza, 
he  resigned  the  presidency  in  1920  because 
of  failing  health,  but  agreed  to  continue 
teaching  as  professor  of  mathematics.  He 
continued  in  the  post  until  his  retirement 
in  1947,  when  the  trustees  named  him 
professor  emeritus  of  mathematics. 

Dr.  Fritz  received  three  honorary  de- 
grees from  his  Alma  Mater.  He  was  a- 
warded  the  master  of  arts  in  1895,  the 
doctor  of  divinity  in  1913  and  the  doctor 
of  laws  in  1941.  Fritz  Hall,  erected  in  1950, 
was  named  in  his  honor. 

Dr.  Fritz  married  the  former  Miss  Ora 
Leslie  Huit  of  Catawba  county  in  April 
1886.  The  couple  reared  a  family  of 
eleven  children  and  the  family  circle  re- 
mained unbroken  until  the  death  of  Eliz- 
abeth (Mrs,  Dan  Rowe,  Jr.)  several  years 
ago.  Later.  Mrs.  Fritz  passed  away  on 
April  20,  1959. 

Surviving  Dr.  Fritz  are  four  daughters 
and  six  sons. 
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CONSTRUCTION  WORK  began  in  October  on  Lenoir  Rhyne's  newest  building,  a 
$900,000  student  union  to  be  named  the  Voigt  R.  Cromer  College  Center.  The  build- 
ing, to  be  completed  in  December  1962,  will  include  dining  facilities,  a  snack  bar, 
bookstore,  post  office,  student  and  faculty  lounges,  and  space  for  offices.

William  E.  Ingle,  '56,  a  Charlotte  physi- 
cal therapist,  was  elected  first  president  of 
the  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  Alumni  Associ- 
ation of  Mecklenburg  County'  at  an  organ- 
izational meeting  in  Charlotte  Oct.  9. 

Other  officers  are  William  FI.  Sherrill, 
'53,  vice-president;  Miss  Rosemary  Koontz, 
'60,  secretary;  and  Charles  Boger,  '26, 
treasurer. 

The  nieeting,  held  at  Garinger  high 
school,  was  attended  by  100. 

President  Ingle  described  the  response 
as  "wonderful.  It  probably  represented 
50  percent  or  better  of  the  alumni  in  this 
area." 

The  program  included  the  election  of 
officers  and  a  talk  by  the  college  presi- 
dent, Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  on  "What  is 
Going  on  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  Today".  Food 
was  furnished  by  two  Charlotte  alumni. 

Since  the  meeting,  officers  have  begun 
compiling  a  corrected  mailing  list  for  the 
area,  and  finding  a  name  for  the  organi- 
zation. 

Another  meeting  of  the  organization  will 
be  held  in  the  spring.

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^S\as   Leaves;  Painter 
Is  Named  Successor 

Hanley  Painter,  assistant  football  coach 
for  eight  years  under  Clarence  Stasavich 
at  Lenoir  Rhyne,  became  Head  Coach  and 
Athletic  Director  effective  Jan.  2. 

Stasavich,  who  compiled  one  of  the  na- 
tion's most  successful  coaching  records  at 
Lenoir  Rhyne,  resigned  shortly  after  the 
1961  season  ended  to  accept  the  head 
coaching  position  at  East  Carolina  College. 

During  his  16  years  at  Lenoir  Rhyne, 
Stasavich  coached  the  Bears  to  120  wins. 
He  lost  only  37  and  his  teams  were  tied 
seven  times. 

His  last  seven  teams  won  the  conference 
championship,  whioh  was  known  as  the 
North  State  until  1961.  It  was  changed  to 
Carolinas  Conference  when  Newberry  was 
taken  into  the  league  in  1961. 

Sta^avich-coached  Lenoir  Rhyne  teams 
won  the  conference  title  nine  of  the  last 
11  years.  His  1959  and  1960  teams  went 
to  the  Holiday  Bowl  at  St.  Petersburg, 
Fla.  to  plav  for  the  national  small  college 
chamnionship. 

The  '59  team  lost  to  Texas  A  &  I,  20-7. 
However,  the  '60  club  went  back  and  won 
the  NAIA  title,  15-14,  over  Humboldt 
State  of  California. 

The  single  wing  master  was  named 
coach  of  the  year  in  his  district  on  numer- 
ous occasions  ar>d  he  is  a  mpmber  of  the 
Helms  Athletic  Foundation  Hall  of  Fame. 

Painter,  who  came  to  Lenoir  Rhvne  in 
1954  as  end  coach  has  been  a  vital  part 
of  the  Bears  success  during  the  last  seven 
years. 

Immediately  after  the  1954  season,  when 
the  Bruins  recfi^tered  a  disanoointing  2-7- 
1  record,  Painter  was  elevated  to  top 
assistant  under  Stasavich. 

Since  then,  Lenoir  Rhvne  has  been  the 
most  successful  small  college  team  in  the 
nation.  The  Bears  have  won  seven  stra- 
ight conference  championships  and  have 
lost  only  five  games  during  that  lengthy 
span. 

Painter  played  his  collegiate  football  at 
Lenoir  Rhyne  under  Stasavich,  who  al- 
most became  a  legendary  figure  during 
his  stay  at  Lenoir  Rhyne. 

Painter  was  captain  of  the  1949  Lenoir 
Rhyne  team,  which  won  seven-of-ten 
games  and  he  gained  all-conference  status 
as  a  tackle  that  year. 

He  came  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  from  Swain 
High  School  in  Bryson  City,  N.  C.  How- 
ever, he  was  bom  in  Goodwater,  Ala. 

After  Painter  graduated  from  Lenoir 
Rhyne  he  went  to  Taylorsville  High 
School  and  served  four  years  as  football 
coach  and  athletic  director.  After  com- 
piling 2-8,  5-4-1,  7-3  and  9-1  records  at 
Taylorsville,  Painter  came  back  to  Lenoir 
Rhyne.

In  addition  to  his  assistant  football 
coaching  duties  at  Lenoir  Rhyne,  he  has 
been  head  baseball  coach.  It  is  believed 
that  a  new  baseball  coach  will  be  named 
for  this  Spring's  team. 

With  Painter's  elevation  to  the  head 
coaching  position,  end  coach  and  scout 
Norman  Punch  was  boosted  to  top  as- 
sistant under  Painter. 

Punch  has  been  with  the  Bears  since  the 
1959  season.

Five  Lenoir  Rhjnie  faculty  members  are 
serving  on  committees  to  draw  up  ap- 
proved programs  for  a  new  method  of 
teacher  certification  which  will  begin  in 
North  Carolina  in  the  future. 

They  are  Dr.  E.  L.  Setzler,  dean;  Prof. 
G.  R.  Patterson,  head  of  the  education 
department;  Prof.  George  W.  McCreary, 
head  of  the  business  education  depart- 
ment; Prof.  Thomas  Blackburn,  head  of 
the  mathematics  department;  and  Prof.

At  present,  high  school  teachers  in  the 
state  are  certified  according  to  the  number 
of  semester  hours  and  courses  they  have 
on  their  records.  Under  the  new  method, 
programs  within  institutions  will  be  ac- 
credited, and  graduates  of  those  institu- 
tions will  be  certified  upon  recomendation 
of  the  college. 

The  current  study  is  being  conducted 
by  committees  of  the  State  Advisory 
Council,  tm.der  the  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  Higher  Educaation. 
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Dr.  R.  L.  Fritz,  Sr.,  former  presi- 
dent and  professor  of  Lenoir  Rhyne, 
died  at  his  home  near  the  college  campus 
Oct.  6.
